Getting Ready for the Job 

ISS FRANCES PERKINS, head of the New 

State Department of Labor. recently remarked that 

more scientific planning on the part of employers and 
greater adaptability on the part of employees were important 
factors in doing away with unemployment. 

As a concrete example Miss Perkins cited the fact that 
we may expect a great growth of the airplane industry in 
New York state within the next few vears. The expanding 
industry is going to open new fields for labor trained to fill 
its needs. But now is the time for labor to prepare to meet 
the future demand, instead of waiting until the industry 
wants trained workers. 

There is no question that in employment we have in the 
past been altogether too casual. We have drifted along and 
attempted to meet demand as it actually arose, instead of 
preparing beforehand to meet what was evidently going to 
be a future need. 

Vocational training, wisely conducted, will do much to 
alter this condition. Labor placement agencies must look 
ahead and prepare to supply growing industries with their 
future need for trained workers.

Resistance Welding 


On Byrd’s Plane 


In a recent article Commander 
Byrd vividl' describes the difficul- 
ties of landing and taking off from 
surfaces so rough that no _ pilot 
under ordinary), conditions would at- 
tempt it. Due to these exceptional 
conditions the landing gear regu- 
larly withstands abnormal! strains as 
part of each day's work It is on 
the Ford tri- notored planes which 
Byrd has with him in the Antarctic 
that resistance welding has been 
given a severe test 

There are two welds on this type 
of plane which are of utmost im- 
portance, i. e., the flash weld on 
the struts supporting the landing 
gear and two flash welds on the 
motor fitting. Both are very diffi- 
cult. welds due to the fact that per- 
fect alignment of the welded pieces 
must be maintained to prevent tele- 


scoping. The accompanying illus- 
tration shows the above-mentioned 
terminal strut in the welding ma- 
chine immediately after being 
| welded. 

The success of these two welds 
cold only be assured by the use of

The 
copper with its high electrical con- 
ductivity and the tungsten with its 
exceptional hardness torm an ideal 
welding electrode or die. In in- 
stances where the metal to be weld- 
ed is of high electricai conductivity, 
the copper is proportionately de- 
creased so that the proper electrical 
resistance for a satisfactory weld 
will be maintained. In reverse cases 
the amount of copper is increased. 
It is therefore obvious that a weld- 
ing material which can adapt its 
electrical conductivity and hardness 
to the requirements of the metals 
to be welded is far superior to a die 
or electrode whose physical charac- 
teristics must necessarily remain 
constant 

It is interesting to note the corr. 
parisons between this alloy and the 
former welding material which was 


used on the two flash welding ap- 
plications mentioned above. 
In welding the terminals of the 


struts supporting the landing gear, 
the former dies averaged a maxi- 
mum of fitty welds after which re- 
dressing was necessary. The new 
dies on this operation have made 
600 perfect welds and at the time 
of the last report they were still op- 
erating efficiently. an increase of 
1.250 per cent. in production per re- 


dressing. The same increase on the 
motor fitting welds has also been 
recorded—the former dies making 
about forty-five welds while Elko- 


nite has made about 600 welds and 
was still operating at last reports

‘Retail Credit Structure 
Sound, Says Dr. Plummer

department store sales were made 
on a credit basis. The average bad 
debt loss reported in these three 
lines of retail activity was rela- 
tively low. 

For the department stores’ losses 
are only 04 per cent. on regular 
charge acccunt sales and about 
three times that figure or 1.1 per 
cent. on installment sales. The 
automobile dealers showed a situ- 
ation exactly the reverse, losses on 
open accounts amounting to 0.9 
per cent., as compared with 0.4 per 
cent. on installment sales. The 
grocery stores which did a credit 
business reported a loss from bad 
debts on charge accounts of 0.6 
per cent 

The widespread use of credit 
bureaus and the extensive em- 
ployment of finance companies 
by automobile dealers were two 
eutstanding facts disclosed by the 
credit survey to date, according to 
Dr. Plammer Aprraximstele 80 
per cent. of the automobile deal- 
ers reported using cred bureaus. 
Eighty-five per cent. of the auto- 
mobile dealers covered in the pre- 
lim'nary report stated that they 
used finance companies in hand- 
ling their deferred payment ac- 
counts. 

Standard terms of sale 
vey revealed, are almost

Reports from 339 automobile 
dealers with total cash and credit 
sales of $145,954,000 indicate that 
SL.6 per cent. of this amount was 
for cash, 17.7 per cent. on open 
eredit and 50.7 per cent. on in- 
stallment credit. 

Apparently quite a large portion 
of the open credit sales was for ac- 
cessories, as it was noticed in the

SCANDINAVIA IS FERTILE 
FIELD FOR CARS MADE IN 
AMERICA, SURVEY SHOWS 


June 19.—The im- 
portance of the three Scandinavian 
countries and Finland as markets 
for American motor vehicies is re- 
vealed in a comprehensive study of 
those areas which the Department 
of Commerce has just issued. Ac- 
cording to H. C. Schuette. assist- 
ant automotive trade commissioner 
for Europe. who made the investi- 
gation, automobile registration has 
been increasing progressively in 
Sweden, Norway, Denmark and Fin- 
land 

Rezistrations in the 
country in 1927 were 42 
grester than during the preceding 
vear; Sweden showed an increase 
of 16 per cent.. Norway 17 per cent 
and Denmark 13 per cent. The com- 
bined registrations of the tour coun- 
tries at the beginning cf 1928 num- 
bered more than 260.000, of which 
195.000 were passenger cars. About
